The note I Hide while tailing to Dick is not now clear to rao. 1 think he 
meant only what is new in the book. That, however, would be inadequate today 
because there is an entirely now situation and prospect, in the very broadest 
sense, with the subject and with what Its rasificatioQs caa be. 

Two recent examples of tills also Oaused delays for me. One of tlie more imnsiwl 
ie that liberal students at the University of Virginia interested their conservative 
(51# Nixon voting record) Democratic Congressman in the subject, he has introduced 
an investigation tax resolution, and earn e of his staff have had me to their office 
and have been here. They saw and were enormously impressed by a small part of the 
documents 1 plan to use in the Post Mortem app-indix. It sold them completely on the 
fact, not Just the need for an invo stlgation to answer unanswered questions. On the 
other side, a liberal Democrat has made a ppoech and inserted one of the formerly 
(and eeamy and revealing) TOP SBCil-T Warren Coumiesion executive eesaion transcripts 
into the Congressional Record. As recently as during Watergate this would have been 
impossible. Dangerous even. Even U.S.News and World Report has several pages in 

the current issue, including role onces to some of my work. Never before with them. 

It la a new world, wuito a few Congressional com it toes already have the authori- 
sation to conduotjf investigations. ( I do not now expect this.) 

It ie not impossible for the subject to come apart, tf it does anythin will 
sell. What does it or helps will sell like crazy. This book and my F01A suits have 

the potential. There ie no doubt that when the book appears it will got Congres- 

sional attention and that also sells, more if the nadi* pick It up. 

If you have read the long and unedited work bogim so long ago With even that 
part still new) you have formed your own impressions. Hy firm belief and that of 
others who have rad the work is that no condensation could have credibility until 
longer after the new evidence is known. We also believe that with the backstopping 
of the full work (which also serves other purposes) the subject would not appear to 
bo as Byzantine, dortainly the seemingly incredible could not be put down except by 
deliberate dishonesty. 

% hope is for the fastest possible appearance of the unabridged work while a 
condensation and popularization is being prepared and printed. The large work can be 
printed in weeks. It con generate the attention for the sale of the coMnercial book. 
I think it will, especially if as is quite possible, it figures in tberjoewe and 
debates that are coming. 

Dick seems to favor an original paperback for this. 1 favor a hardback for 
which I already have significant new data, the smallest possible hardback. I'll 
have new stuff for a later papers. From an evidentiary point of view, thin book 
has what is needed to break the case open. Can you imagine the possibilities of 
a book that can do this, or oven if it is only part of a Congressional operation?
